The increasing popularity of cooper- 
ative stores in England has furnished 
the text to Charles Barnard for a brief 
article in Scribner for April, entitled, 
„The Shoppers’ Rebellion.“ He 
points out the effect which this suc- 
cessful movement has already had on 
this side of the water, and predicts a 
more thorough revolution in the pres- 
ent relations of shopper and 
shopkeeper. The same number 
will have an account of the 
new cooperative apartment-house sys- 
tem, now meeting with much favor 
in New York.

Some improvements have been 
made in the bicycle, doing away with 
many of its disadvantages.

A permanent exhibition of ores and 
mining implements is to be opened in 
Denver,Colorado,next September.

LAWS OF THE STATE OF NEVADA 


Passed by the Tenth Session of the Leg- 
islature, 1881. 


Cuar. XVIII.—An Act to amend an Act 
entitled An Act to regulate proceed 
ings in civil cases in the Courts of 
Justice of this State, and to repeal all 
other Acts in relation thereto, ap- 
proved March 8, 1869. 


[Approved February 8. 1881. 
The people of the State of Nevada, 
represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows. 


Secriow 1. Section Three Hundred 
and Seventy-six of said Act is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows: 

Section Three Hundred and Seventy- 
Six. All persons, without exception, 
otherwise than as specified in this chap- 
ter, who, having organs of sense, can 
perceive, and perceiving can make 
known their perceptions to others, may 
be witnesses in m4 action or proceeding 
in any Court of the State. Facts 
which, by the common law, would cause 
the exclusion of witnesses may still be 
shown for the purpose of affecting their 
credibility. 

Sec. 2. Section Three Hundred and 
Seventy-Seven is hereby amended so as 
to read as follows: 

Section Three Hundred and Seventy- 
Seven. No person shall be disqualified 
as a witness in any action or proceeding 
on account of his opinions on matters of 
religious belief, or by reason of his col - 
viction of felony, but such conviction 
may be shown for the purpose of affect- 
ing his credibility, and the jury is to be 
the exclusive judges of his credibility, 
or by reason of his interest in the event 
of the action or proceeding as a party 
thereto, or otherwise, but the party or 

es thereto, and the person in whose 
behalf such action or proceeding may 
be brought or defended, shall, except as 
hereinafter excepted, be competent and 
be compeliable to give evidence, either 
viva voce or by deposition or upon a 
commission, in the same manner and 
be subject to the same rules of ezami- 
nation as other witnesses on behalf of 
himself, or either or any of the parties 
to the action or proceeding. 

Sec. 3. Section Three Hundred and 
Eighty is hereby amended so as to read 
as follows: 

Section Three Hundred and Eighty. 
The following persons cannot be wit- 
nesses: (1) Those who are of unsound 
mind at the time of their production for 
examination; (2) Children under ten 
years of age who appear incapable of 
receiving just impressions of the facts 
respecting which they are examined, or 
of relating them truly. 

Sec. 4. Section „Three Hundred and 
Eighty-One is amended so as to read as 
follows: 

Section Three Hundred and Eighty- 
One. A husband cannot be examined 
as a witness for or against his wife 
without her consent, nor a wife for or 
against her husband without his con- 
sent; nor can either, during the mar- 
riage or afterward, be, without the con- 
sent of the other, examined as to any 
communication made by one to the 
other during marriage. But this excep- 
tion shall not apply to an action or pro- 
ceeding by one against the other. 

Sec. 5. All Acts and parts of Acts in 
so far only as they conflict with the pro- 
visions of this Act are hereby repealed.

Highly interesting experiments with

Then M. M. Wuertz, Dumas and 
Friedal plunged their hands iv a pan 
filled with the burning liquid, with- 
drawing them with fiugers all alight, 
like so many jets of gas, They ex- 
perienced no sen-ation of heat what- 
soever upon the skin surface, thus 
apparentiy in a state ef active com- 
bustioa. Other experiments followed 
ef au equally wonderful nature, con- 
ciusively demonstrating that the 
„Kordig ęssence is capable of pro- 
duciog light without heat.

To place myself right before this commun- 
ty I will in the first place say thatif I have 
ever committed a mean act I would like to 
have the person come forward and show me 
wherein. I will in the second place say that 
I cannot say o in regard to one of my com- 
petitors in the insurance business, and to 
place myself before the public I will here- 
with state facts in regard to a transaction 
that has just transpired between myself and 
A. J. Clark, and last C. T. Bender to cap the 
climax. On or about the Ih of March in 
the year 1879, I placed a risk of insurance on 
A. J. Clark's stock of general merchandise in 
the stone and brick store he now occupies on 
Sierra street. The amount of the risk taken 
was $12,000. I forwarded Mr. Clark's appli- 
cation to the general agente in San Fran- 
cisco, and it was accepted and four policies 
sent to cover the risk, of $4.00 each. On'the 
same day the policies were delivered to Mr 
Clark. This C. T. Bender went to A. Jd 
Clark and wanted him to cancel these poll 
cies and insure with him in his companies 
They had some sharp talk, but Mr. Bender 
c ould not prevail on Mr. Clark to cancel the 
policies,“ but retained them until their ex 
piration, which was March lith., 1880. Before 
the expiration Mr. Bender goes to Mr. Clark 
to have him insure with ulm for the year 
1880. Mr. Clark told him that he would in- 
sure with him provided he could give him 
better rates than Knox could,which he did ac- 
cording to Mr. Clark e statementto me. He 
told me Bender made it an object to insure 
with him. I made no ado about that; of 
course he had the right to ineure where he 
got the best terms. This winter along I have 
had frequent talks with Mr. Clark about giv- 
ing me his insurance for this year, and he 
always told me that he Was willing I 
should provided | would take it at a less rate 
than Bender. I told him | could as I had 
some non-Board companies, that could take 
risks at less rates than the Board companies, 
as they were not bound to certain rates, On 
the 7th of this month I called on Mr. Clark 
at his store and procured his applicatiun to 
insure $10,000 on his stock of general mer- 
chandise. The application has been in San 
Francisco on the dh. The same day the gen- 
eral agents wrote me that the risk was “ac- 
cepted and that the policies would go forward 
next Saturday if you do not say anything to 
the contrary.’ On dunday morning on going 
to the post office, 1 found the policies. On 
Monday morning between 8 and ¥ o'clock 1 
delivered five policies, of $2,400 each, to Mr. 
Clark s book-keeper. In the afternoon Mr. 
Clark came to the office and said that he 
would have to cancel the policies; that he 
was in Bender's power, and he would be 
likely to make him trouble unless he got the 
insurance on the goods, and he otlered me 
some other insurance—two houses in West 
Addition, three houses on the alley below 
Odd Fellows’ building, and two buildings on 
Virginia street. I said to Mr. Clark: “Why 
dou t you let Mr. Bender have those, as you 
have the policies on your goods?’ “Well, 
Bender is bound to have the insurance on 
the goods, let what would come.

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Stories of Terrible Hardships Fast of the 
Rockies—The Coldest Winter Ever 
Kaown—The Loss of Cattle Estima- 
ted at $10,000,000, 


A representative of the Chicago 
Times, who has just returved from a 
tour through the cattle ranges lying 
between the Missouri River and the 

Mountains, reports that the 
winter in that section has been the 
severest ever experinced, and that the 
loss of cattle will exceed 400,000 bead, 
valued at from $8,000,000 to $10,000, - 
000. The poor brutes have died in 
myriads, whole herds being wiped out 
ina night. He says: The death rate 
among the cattle in that tract, which 
is embraced within lines extending 


North Plate.) towns on the Union Pa- 
cific Railroad, in Nebraska, 125 miles 
apart, is, in all probability,larger than 
anywhere else in the entire grazing 
country. The cattlemen bave desig- 
nated this and the dry belt in Colora- 
do as the “burnt districts.” The Ne- 
braska burnt district is 200 miles one 
way and 125 across on the south, and 
75 on the north. There is an im- 
mense number of cattle in this area 
ahalfmillion or more. There is a 
succession of mammoth herds on the 
North Platte, Loup, and Niobrara 
rivers, and the mortality among them 
is believed to be between 25 and 40 per 
cent,, acccording to location. West 
of the Black Hills stage route from 
Sidney the loss will not be great, but 
east.of that line they have died by 
thousands. On the Niobrara ranges, 
east of Antelope Creek, owners them- 
selves admit a loss of 50 per cent., 
and south of that there is a bovine 
cemetery until the Platte is crossed. 
The great loss in this particular re- 
gion is due to the heavy spow storms, 
which were preceded by sleet and 
rain that converted the earth’s surface 
into a sheet of ice. Even had there 
been no snow thé cattle could not 
have gotten at the grass, which was 
under s coat of ice, but the snow ag- 
gravated the trouble somewhat, and 
for weeks the cattle endured the hor- 
rible torture of slow starvation. 
Thousands upon thousands drifted 
down upon the South Platte alter 


me and water, but, as the river was 
ozen, they could get neither. | 


The recent heavy snow storms which 
visited eastern Nebraska and the 
Northwest did not trouble the burot 
district, kindly veering off in another 
direction, and so there is a pros of 
lighter days. Thousands of dead 
cattle cover the ground between 
Sidney and North Platte within sight 
of therailroad track. Many of them 
have been killed by the cars, 
but by far the larger num- 
ber died of cold and starvation. They 
were massed between the two forks 
of the Platte which come together at 
North Platte, and the suffering of the 
poor brutes is said by those who saw 
them to have been frightful. They 
filled the air with their cries of ag 
ony, and wandered about until so 
weak that when they laid down to 
rest they could not get up again. 
Nothing could be done for their re- 
lief. It would have been a hopeless 
task to have tried to feed them. A 
thousand tons of hay would not have 

e around. The poor thiugs, overo me 
y the cold, could not be driven back 
on the snow They resisted 
force by sullen refusal to budge, pre- 
ferring to remain where they were and 
die than to move. They devoured 
every vistige of that could be 
seen, and even wed the hair on 
their tails. The scenes that were 
witnessed by the settlers are describ- 
ed as heartrendering.
